SPEAKER AT THE HERI- 

tage Tomorrow conference of 
Canadian scientists, engineers and 
technologists in Halifax this .week 
struck a pertinent note when he 
warned the gathering that the real 
accent on the environmental prob- 
lem today is social rather than 
scientific. People have come to 
realize that the “environment” is 
not something separate from them 
and their lives; it is the frame and 
background in which their lives 
must be spent, and. their well-being 
‘depends on the state of their 
surroundings. 

Those surroundings may be the 
beach at their door, the meadow on 
the hillside, the streets of their city 
or the water reservoir a hundred 
miles away. It may be the factory 
or the mill nearby, it may be- the 
forest cover of a million square 
miles which determines the climate 
and the content of the atmosphere. 

The big point of today’s concern 
for the environment is that it is not 
merely’ a matter of discussion for 
scientists or engineers but the 
subject of conversation and action 
by the housewife and the man in the 
street. It took many years for this 
situation to arise. Industrial pollu- 
tion, public litter, ruination of 
rivers, creeks and lakes, destruction 
of . whole countrysides with no 
régard for the secondary. effects — 
these were the day-to-day facts of 
existence for mankind Tong before 
the Industrial Revolution. They 
increased with the increase in 
population. 

And almost overnight as accumu- 
lated poisons began to kill or 
injure people, as outdoor. places 
beeame recognizably befouled, as 


danger signs went ,up on once- 
favorite swimming beaches and 
fishing pools, and even the air of 
cities and the food in stores» were 
found to have contamination .— 
people came to realize-.that they 
were faced with a critical situation 
that would rapidly worsen unless 
something was done about it. 

Much of what could be done lay 
in the hands of individuals — they 
could stop littering public places, 
burning garbage, maintaining faulty 
septic tank systems. But larger 
sectors of the problem lay in the 
domain of industry and commerce, 
and the people’s pressure had to be 
exerted through their power as 
consumers or through the enforced 
actions of their governments. 

Now the concept is_ firmly 
grasped, and the cause of conserva- 
tion and preservation is gaining 
momentum. But there is much to be 
done. Tis cannot be a fad or a 
thing of temporary fashion; we 
must face conservation and anti- 
pollution as permanent require- 
ments for mankind; there can be no 
let-up so long as the population 
increases’ and new areas of -our 
environment show signs of deterior- 
ation and decay. 

There remain, too, the larger 
considerations of major alterations 
in the globe’s atmosphere, its 
temperature, its ability to support 


- life as we know it. Suddenly, the age- 


old frontier is gone, the lands over 
the hills or beyond the sea are 
largely. occupied. There is no new 
place to go when we have used up 
where we are. A whole new 
situation faces the human race, and 
nature’s stern ultimatum is “learn 


or die.” 


Confusion Over Cambodia 


N SLIGHTLY LESS THAN FOUR 
months the Nixon administra- 


tion has almost completely reversed 
itself on its public pronouncements 
concerning Cambodia. When Presi- 
dent Nixon addressed the American 
people on April 30, 1970, he said, 
“The aid we will provide will be 
limited to the purpose of enabling 
Cambodia to defend its neutrality 
— not for the purpose of making it 
an active belligerent on one side or 
the other ... We shall avoid a wider 
war.” 


But on August 23, 1970, enroute 
to Vietnam, Vice-President -Spiro 
Agnew said, “We are going to do 
everything we can to help the Lon 
Nol government” -in Cambodia 
because, “the whole matter. of 
Cambodia is related to the security 
of our troops in Vietnam.” The vice- 
president’s remarks are just the 
latest chapter in a confusing round 
of conflicting statements that have 
issued from the Nixon cabinet 
during the last seven months. 

Such pronouncements drain the 
so-called “Nixon doctrine” — which 
described the Far Eastern theatre 
as “Asian initiatives in an Asian 
framework,” — of credibility. But 
deeds speak. more loudly than 
words. And last Monday the United 
States State Department announced 


a Cambodian aid program of “up to 
$40 millions” in small arms, am- 
munition, communications eq ui p- 
ment, spare parts, training and 
possibly aircraft. It has been con- 
ceded that military aid may rise 
higher. 

The U.S. mission in Phnom Penh 
has climbed from 11 to 50 persons 
in recent months and U.S. combat 
planes are flying an estimated 80 
missions over Cambodia each day. 
In addition a multi-million dollar 
economic aid plan for Cambodia is 
in the planning stages. 

All these United States~ initi- 
atives appear to be a long way from 
“Asian initiatives in an Asian 
framework.” Before the allied mili- 
tary incursion into Cambodia the 
country- was-— relatively peaceful 
although Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops occupied isolated 
sections. Now Cambodians are 
fighting each. other. Newsmen re- 
port that Cambodians are shooting 
at South Vietnamese allies as often 
as they fire on Communists, Per- 
haps the upsurge in Cambodian 


military activity is coincidental with . 


the United States invasion. But one 
thing is plain amid all the confusing 
talk emanating from Washington: 
the war has widened and it»may be 
escalating in Cambodia.

“commensurate share of 
market” for ships. 

The shares argument sounds very 
much like the percentage stor} custom- 
arily recounted in Ottawa by representa- 
tives of the textile, electronics and other 
protected industries. Even when their 
sales go up, they suffer. 

Nightmares about projections suggest- 
ing that their share of the Canadian 
market (to which they apparently 
believe they have some god-given right) 
is on the decline. 

What may interest the taxpayer in the 
Control Data case is that he is expected 
by his government to pay more than 40 
per cent of the cost of establishing this 
firm_in Toronto and Quebec City. This is 
an outright gift worth upwards of $23 
million. Is the government buying a 40 
per cent interest in the corporation? Not 
at all, It is playing the kindly Santa 
Claus, Naturally the government hopes 
to obtain a yield in taxation from a 
profitable enterprise. But the company 
will be taxed at the same rate as other 
companies which pay their own way.

Computers Imported 


No doubt the computer business is 
important technologically. No doubt it is 
good to haye industrial development and 
research in’ Canada and to develop 
indigenous Canadian skills. There is 
always something special about any 
enterprise on which the department of 
industry turns a kindly eye. 

But how can it be shown that all this 
generosity was really necéssary? It is a 
fact, agreeable to the government,. that 
the Control Data Corporation has 
graciously consented to come to Canada 
and to establish its facilities where the 
government wishes them to go. But is 
there not a fair chance that, as a multi- 
national company, it might not have had 
an interest in Canada comparable to that 
of other multi-national concerns, even if 
there had been’ no huge subsidy from the 
taxpayers? 


Some of the background is known and 
suggestive. Control Data entered this 
gountry through an agency in 1963. Two 
years later it established Control Data 
Canada Ltd., which took over the agency 
as a subsidiary. Later it made other 
acquisitions. Such take-overs (to use a 
term in ill repute) surely indicate an 
interest in Canada presumably not 
unrelated to a perfectly legitimate quest 
for profit. 


Operates Around World 


According to Mr. Beaugonin, vice- 
president of international operations, 
“Control Data operates in 27 countries 
around the world.” Evidently, therefore, 
it is a company of wide perspectives and 
not one which would willingly overlook 
the opportunities in Canada; a nation 
ranking rather high in the industrial 
scale. 

Any taxpayer will believe that ‘it 
comes the more willingly because of the 
$23 million welcome mat. But if the long- 


term opportunities are so favorable, - 


would it not have come anyway from 
sober profit considerations? epee 
It may be, however; that Canada is 
attractive for other reasons. Govern- 
ments 4n Canada tend to stand by 


industries that fall on tard times. Mr.” 


Pepin says: “The most difficult task, 
that of meeting competition in this most 
competitive of industries, is still ahe: 
Indeed, it is. Any company will weigh 
the risks, and it may be reassuring to 
know that in the business of granting 
subsidies our government over the years 
has shown an ingenuity and fortitude 
that must inspire business respect. 

Computers have many uses. One of 
these days a minister may employ one to 
find out how many subsidies the 
government is paying to how many 
groups in our subsidy society and for 
what reasons (probably long forgotten in 
some cases) they were paid in the first 
place.

Looking 
Back 


From the Times of 
August 26, 1910: 

Mayor Morley 
dropped a hint at 
last evening’s coun- 
cil meeting that he 
considers the 
present system of 
civic government a 
failure and that if 
any improvement is 
to be secured there 
will have to be a 
board of control or 
some such body. to 
take the place of the 
present plan. “If we 
had such a system it 
would be possible to 
let contracts for all 
the supplies we need 
at the beginning of 
the year, instead of 
having the matter 
drag on for months 
as so often is the 
case,” the mayor 
said. 


My average work week is 55 hours 
and based on a 49.week year my hourly 
wage rate is approximately $4.75. My 
gross income is comparatively low in the 
published figures and therefore one may 

, Say that I do not represent the average 
doctor. Each physician is an individual 
with his own goals and aspirations; if 
some wish to work longer hours — 
more patients — employ assistants — 
that is their prerogative. That’s the way 
of life in a democratic society. What 
often is too easily forgotten is that most 
doctors are highly skilled and trained 
individuals, It requires at least eight 
years of post graduate high school train- 
ing to qualify as a general practioner 
and 12 years to become a specialist. 

These previous statements do not 
excuse those physicians who may be 
abusing medicare by over-utilization — a 
form of greed which is by no means 
peculiar to the medical profession, The 
B.C. Medical Association has a commit- 
tee presently working which was formed 
to investigate those physicians whose 
incomes are unreasonable. This commit- 
tee has already informed the profession 
that they are liable to investigation at 
any time, and if any individual physician 
is unable to justify his billing practices, 
disciplinary action will be taken. 

I now come to the question on 
everyone’s mind: Why did the govern- 
ment publish these figures? This year 
the Medical Association will be negotiat- 
‘mg for specific fee increases. In previous 
years the guideline for negotiation has 
been the cost of living index (if the index 
goes up or down a specific percentage, 
then so do doctor’s fees). This year I 
feel the government is going to renege 
on their previous policy and not grant 
eny fee increases despite the fact that in 
the past two years there fas been a 
considérable rise in the cost of living. By 
publishing doctors’, incomes the govern- 
ment will gain. public sympathy against 
any, further fée increases. One could - 
speculate further and state. that the’ 
government is even considering placing 
the doctors on a straight salary basis — 
or in’ other words a completely socialized 
medicare. This would mean disaster to 
the standard of medicine now enjoyed by 
the people of B.C. 

The objective of the government is to 
economize. In making a refusal to 
increase any fees certain portions of the 
medical fee schedule would continue to 
be ludicrously low. For example these 
are some specific fees which are 
presently in use:

These above fees affect primarily 
general practitioners, I am certain that 
specialists could also point out certain 
inequalities in their fee schedules, It 
may be that some fee items should be 
reduced, and now is the time to sit down 
and objectively determine a fair fee 
schedule for all types of doctors and all 
forms of procedures.

The myths that shape events in the Middle — 
East are the oldest myths of all. Some derive from: a 
religion. ; 


- The contested land isa “holy” land; more'than 
a place for raising crops and building cities,-it: is 
“sacred soil’ for three. great religions.. Jerusalem 
contains both the Wall of the Temple, which is 
sacred to Jews, and the Dome of the Rock, which 
is sacred to Moslems. Neither can hold éx¢lusive 
aitle to the city without also.owning the other. 
faith’s shrine. 

‘Now, as in the days of the Crusades, religion exacerbates 
the issue:. because, now as then, the behavior of the 
belligerents is more affected by the zeal with which they hold 
their beliefs than by the humane’ ethics taught by. their 
respective religions. Now, as in the past, it is hard’to strike a 
bargain over sacred soil. 

Then there are the myths of mutual victimization. 
Perhaps I should say the half-myths, because both Jews and 
Arabs have victimized each other, though surely not with the 
deliberate and-malign.intent that each attributes to.the other.

The Jews are obsessed with the fear of a repetition of the 
Nazi holocaust, and the Arabs do nothing to allay this fear 
with extravagant talk about ‘holy wars’ and about throwing 
the Jews into. the sea. These threats have understandably 
alarmed the Israelis in much the same way that Khrushchev’s 
talk of ‘‘burying’’ us agitated Americans a decade ago. 

President Nasser and King Hussein have both, in 
effect, repudiated such draconian threats, but the Israelis 
seem not to have noticed the disavowals. As survivors of 
genocide, they can hardly be expected to distinguish with . 
perfect clarity between Nazi crimes and Arab rhetoric. All 
they know is that they came to Palestine in peace, settlers in 
an underpopulated land, but have been allowed no peace; 
they have fought three wars they never wished to fight and 
still their enemies remain implacable, refusing even to talk 
to them, contesting—until recently—their right to survive as 
a state. 

Nontheless, the Arab-Nazi analogy is a faulty one; it 
clouds the distinction between the myth and reality of Arab 
intent—whatever these may be. 

The Arabs, for their part, perceive Zionism as a new 
form of Western imperialism. Having lived on the land of 
Palestine for thousands of years, they can have little 
sympathy for the historic sentiments of the Jewish diaspora. 
It is, I should think, impossible for them to. put themselves in 
the place of the Jews, whose cultural attachment to their 
ancient homeland sustained them through centuries of 
dispersal and persecution. 

The Arabs are on a different wave length. While the Jews 
prayed for Palestine — ‘‘next year in Jerusalem,” they said 
in their prayer — the Arabs inhabited the land. They could 
not see the Jews as the Jews saw themselves: as refugees 
from genocide seeking safe haven. What did this have to do 
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J -In its way, Zionism has seemed to the Arabs

from all over the world, creating for Arabs the specter-of.a 
ve for “Lebensraum” which could orly mean. the 
even more Arab lands.

To the Arabs, in short, Zionism is not a program of

In 1967, they felt desperately insecure along the Gaza 
Strip.frontier; today, they feel desperately insecure the 
Suez Canal, s0 ‘much go that they and their abroad 
seem almost to have forgotten that it is not their own but 
Egyptian territory that they are defending so tenaciously.

Surrounded by hostile: neighbors, holding down occupied 
lands inhabited by a million Arabs, plagued by Fedayeen 
attacks and oppressed by the costs of armaments, Israel is a 
desperately insecure nation. That is clear, but it is anything . 
but clear that her present policy of relying on military 
superiority is ever going to alter the situation. 

If the Suéz frontier does not provide security, what 
boundary would? And even if the United States provides all 
the Phantom jets the Israelis want and the electronic 
jamming gear which may neutralize the SAM-2 and SAM-3 
missiles, it is unlikely that Israel will gain more than a 
respite; the Russians. will soon enough come up with 
something else. 

After the First World War, the French tried to gain 
security in somewhat the same way that Israel seeks it 
today, They too were confronted with a potentially powerful

As victors, the Israelis are in a position to be 
magnanimous without being suspected of ‘‘weakness"—which 
is something nations worry about whenever they are thinking 
about behaving sensibly. But thus far they have shown little 
inclination to trade their conquests for peace. 

Instead, they cling to the advantages won by their 
military victory of 1967, which is a rapidly wasting asset. One 
insecure frontier has been traded for another and all that the 
future seems to hold is continuing conflict, as threatening to 
the outside world as it is to the Arabs and Israelis. 


* * * 

Because the conflict is a threat to the outside world, it 
cannot be left solely to the humors of the belligerents. I have 
never fully understood why some of our statesmen feel that it 
would be a heinous crime for external parties to “impose” a 
solution. Under the U.N. Charter, the Security Council has 
full authority—possibly even the obligation—to impose a 
settlement upon warring parties who fail to make peace on 
their own. The very premise of the charter is that warring 
nations can no longer be permitted immunity from a world 
Police power. 

As far as the United States is concerned, it is worth 
recalling now and then that the U.S. Charter is a valid and 
binding obligation upon us, ratified as a treaty with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. As to the Arabs and 
Israelis, they too are signatories to the charter, and no one 
can say they have been denied a fair opportunity to settle

involved in the Middle East — primarily because those 


the local situation, nor is it predestined by fate. It has come 
about because the great powers have ‘surrendered much of 


respective clients. 

There is of course one way — in case anyone still cares 
— in which the great powers are obligated to intervene: as 
members of the United Nations Security Council charged by 
the charter with the responsibility to “decide what measures 
Shall be taken’’ in response to a ‘‘threat to the peace, breach 
of the peace or act of aggression.” Instead, the Soviet Union 
and the United States have played the role of co-belligerents 
totheir respective clients, arming and financing them, 
committing their own prestige to the issue and, in so doing, 
converting a local conflict into a potential world conflict, 

All that can be said in’ mitigation is that both great 
powers have shown a certain prudence by holding back at 
times on the arms supplied to the warring parties. 

Finally, there-isthe-myth of militarism, and that affects 
all of the parties. Each clings to the notion that another 
round may settle things — although three wars have settled 
nothing —'or that some new weapons system will stabilize 
the balance of power — as if either side would accept the 
other’s notion of what it takes to establish a proper balance, 

Since the June war of 1967, the Egyptians have acquired 
vast arsenals of Soviet weapons, including air support and 
advanced ground-to-air missiles, and they have launched a 
““war of attrition.” What has it gotten them? The Israelis 
have been compelled to stop their deep penetration air raids, 
but they still hold the Sinai; until the cease-fire, they were 
bombing Egyptina installations on the west bank of the canal 
round the clock and they have every prospect of acquiring 
additional Phantom and Skyhawk jets from the United States 
8o as to re-establish their version of the balance of power. 

Nor has any of this new Egyptian hardware wrung any 
political concessions from the Israelis, Prime Minister Meir 
explicitly rejects the borders of 1967 and, instead of offering 
concessions, Foreign Minister Eban contributes- pithy ‘ironies 
about recognizing the right of the United Arab Republic’ to 
exist.

HALIFAX (CP) — A proposal 
to seek a Canadian biil of rights 
for the environment in the form 
of a federal environmental! qual- 
ity act was adopted at the first 
national conference of Canada's 
scientific community Tuesday. 

But some of the 100 delegates 
had second thoughts. 

The resolution before the con- 
ference of the Scientific,, Engi- 
neering and Technological Com- 
munity of Canada (SCITEC) 
passed with only one dissenting 
vote. 


When the dissenting delegate 

pressed “great reservations 
bout .. , speaking out in the 
ame of 250,000 Canadian scier- 
tists," several others joined in 
questioning SCITEC’s authority. 

SCITEC was formed last Jan- 
uary by about 60 Canadian pro- 
fessional groups efcompassing 
@ cross-section of the: sciences 
in an effort to provide the scien- 
tific community with one voice. 

Mr. Morris Katz, a professor 
of chemistry at York Univer- 
sity, chairman of the conference 
workshop which recommended 
the environmental- quality act, 
was joined by several other del- 
egates in defending SCITEC’s 
action. 

If delegates did not present 
some specific resolutions and 
suggestions for SCITEC action

The Big Choice 
—EFast or West? 


By Jack Scott 


I was the party asking the questions Jast 
Spring on the campus of the University of Victoria, 
but one was repeatedly asked of me, 


Time after time students, particularly those . 


about to graduate, asked my advice’ on whether it 
was necessary or advisable to leave this coast for 
Eastern Canada to make a successful career. Many 
of them dreaded the prospéct. Toronto, in 
particular, was seen as ,“a pollution-ridden rat 
race.” oe 
T wasn't able to-offer much of an answer. I left ‘Toronto, 
after several years abroad as a correspondent, only because T 
wanted to return to the relaxed western way of life and 
because that motivation cooled my earlier flaming ambitions. 
’ seule Now I can offer ‘some more 
objective opinions in a dialogue between 
one who left, and made it big, and ‘one 
who elected to stay, and made it 
equally big. I posed the question the 
students had asked me to Jack Webster 
and Ron Haggart, far and away the 
most influential and successful men in 
their fields in Canada. 

Webster, Glasgow-born, 50 years. of 
age, is the open-line commentator of 
CKNW, New Westminster, a rare bird 
who has won the respect of everyone 
in—if you'll pardon, the expression—the 
communications media and the largest, 

- most devoted: radio audience’ in the 
west. 


Scott é 
Haggart, Vancouver-born, 43 years of age, is columnist 


for The Toronto Telegram, a courageous muck-raking 
newspaperman in the finest tradition whose impact on the 
Toronto scene is legendary. 

Here is what they had to say to the Uvic students: 

Haggart: I think, basically, most young men want to 
move, Whether they do or not it comes down to an 
inescapable truth—however much you may despise the fact, 
Jack—that Toronto is Canada’s head-office city and will 
become increasingly so. 


* eee. 


Webster: Oh, I'll agree with you that for masses of jobs 
at better average wage levels, the east is obviously more 
desirable. You've got the people, the consumers, the 
secondary industry, You're closer to the major American 
markets. But when I came to Canada from Fleet Street I took 
one look at Halifax and it was like Greenock all over again 
and I took:ame look at Toronto and it was like Glasgow on a 
dirty day. I was lucky and glad that we'd picked Vancouver 
on the map, All I’m conceding, Ron, is that.you’ve. got to go 
te the eastern flesh-pots if your aim is to be a big wheel) an 
industrial magnate. 

Haggart: That remark is typical of the British Columbia 
paranoid syndrome, that you create the wealth in the west 
and that we manipulate and consume it in the flesh-pots of 
the east. Everybody in Toronto isn’t a big industrial magnate. 
There are just ordinary insurance company employees, 
accountants, office managers, salesmen, every kind of 
business and creative outlet, It’s not just a matter of making 
the big buck. Its fulfillment. The point is, whether you like it 
or not, that’s the centre. Whether you're talking of insurance 
companies, painting or newspapering or anything else, 
commercial or creative, Toronto is the centre. Its where it 
happens. ‘That’s not to say you can’t have a successful career 
out here—you've demonstrated that yourself, Jack—but if an 
ordinary guy wants to work his way up in a national office he 
has to go through the corporate stream and that stream 
happens to start in Toronto, 

Webster: I'd be the first to admit that we're infected 
with West Coast parochialism, But, to get back to that Uvic 
graduate, isn’t it really up to him? What does he want to do? 
Does he want to become an executive in a lumber company? 
Then stay in British Columbia! Does-he want to become 
some kind of geological engineer searching out the resources 
we haven't touched? Then stay in British Columbia! There's 
all kinds of pioneering to be done here. Its the one part of 
Canada left where you can really carve out a career and a 
reasonably good life away from the incredible atmosphere of 
the dirty, filthy cities. 

: I would suspect, after a visit there, that the air 
pollution in Port Alberni is at a higher level than any city in 
Ontario, Now, don’t give. me’ this clean, green, British 
Columbia air bit, for God’s sake, Jack. You have the worst 
pollution of air, water and soil in the country. 

Webster: We're not proud of our pollution. But, look, I’ve 
just come back from the northern country, the grass beyond 
the mountains, Williams Lake west to Bella Coola. It has got 
to be the finest, undeveloped land on the North American 


continent,

Haggart: True, true. But people in British Columbia 
always live in the cities and talk as if they lived on the 
frontier, Remember, I was born in Vancouver and lived there 
until 1953. But when I came back 6n this vacation two weeks 
ago and looked out from West Point Grey«at downtown 
Vancouver there was the same smog I'd just left ‘in Los 
Angeles. So don't talk of those dirty, filthy eastern cities. Its 
a typicalB.C. trick to pretend you're on a brave new frontier 
when the cities where nearly all of you live are falling apart. 

Webster: But what I'm saying to this Uvic student is that 
he doesn’t have to go east, that there's a great potential here 
for him if he’s interested in something other than a fancy 
Toronto. job with fancy Toronto money. What’s our biggest 
resource in British Columbia? It’s not lumber, its not mining. 
Its not even our water. At the moment its tourism and 
recreation. But in the Chilcotins, everywhere we travelled, 
who <s taking the gamble? Who just bought out the 
Wilderness Rim Resort at Nimpo Lake? Two-young American 
couples from Seattle. Who runs every resort you find west of 
Williams Lake? Young, smart, bright Americans who want to 
lead @ good life in our country. 

Haggart: The opportunity you're offering these young 
Uvie graduates is to buy into a half-million-dollar_ resort 
hotel? 


Webster: I'riv saying they can get a career, a definite aim - 


and 'a way of life in British Columbia without becoming a 
clerk in a Toronto insurance office or a hack in a Toronto 
advertising office. 

Haggart: There you go again, Jack. Why does he have to 
be “a hack?" Why, pretty well all national advertising is 
conceived in Toronto. Surely the point is that if you want to 
fulfill your creative ambitions you go where the décisions are 
made, 2 

Webster: I don’t ‘want io go where the decisions are 
made, I want to-make my own. This is a beautiful country 
that needs bright, intelligent, well-educated people. § 

Haggart: It has nothing to do with the merit or the 
ability of the people. It has to do with the place where the 
decisions are made, the way the communications systems are 
set-up the place where the challenges are, where the sphere 
of influence exists: The kids from Uvie may change that 
some day, but they’ have to go to Toronto to do it, If for no 
“other reason but to get away from the fear of the outsider, 
the fear of change, the fear pf the unusual that's a state of 
mental illness on this coast. ‘ : 

Webster: If all those things, the same “money, fhe same

Mobile Homes: They're as Real as Others 


Mobile homes should be 
regarded as “a viable and 
acceptable” form of housing, 
a Saanich: planning depart- 
ment> report issued Tuesday 
states. 

The report, The Mobile 
Home, said new regulations 
should. __be-__drawn-_up___to 
supplement provincial rules. 

“To date the mobile home 

has been treated in a com- 
promise manner,” the report 
says. 
a has undoubtedly re- 
sulted from the problems 
facing the owner and ° the 
community. 

“There should be a clear 
decision as to whether or not 
it is an acceptable addition to 
the housing stock. ; 

“If it is not, this should be 


clearly stated andthe reasons 
why spelled out. 

“Tf it is, all necessary 
actions should be taken to put 
the mobile home.on an equal 
footing with conventional 
housing—proper location poli- 
cies, adequate. services, ade- 
quate development standards, 
equitable payment for ser- 
vices ‘and equitable grants 
from. senior governments.” 

Mobile homes in Greater 
Vietoria have “a tarnished 
image which is both 
and understandable.” If the 
mobile home is to assume its 
Tole as part of the area’s total 
hosuing stock, and if the full 
potential of good design and 
quality ig exploited, this 
image can be overcome, 
maintains Saanich planner 
Tom Loney, in the report.

make them definable as 
“improvements” to the land, 

Property taxes are derived 
from both land and 
“improvements” to the land, 
but one opinion is that a 
mobile home placed on blocks 
would be considered a tenant 
fixture and exempted under 
the Assessment Equalization 
Act regulations.

This produces a disparity 
Which in Surrey shows muni- 
cipal revenue per mobile 
home and trailer occupant at 
$14.40 per year while the 
average for conventional 
single-family houses is $91 per 
capita a year. 

To avoid the situation 
where the mobile home dwel- 
ler is ‘in effect subsidized by 
other taxpayers, some juris- 
dictions in North America 
have made the legal change 
necessary so mobile homes 
bear an equitable share of 
taxation. 

“There have been no indiea- 
tions of such’ a step in British 
Columbia,” the report says. 

“There is a clear need for a 
policy ‘statement from the 
provincial. government on the 


mobile home and municipal 
taxation. To prohibit mobile 
homes is unfair to mobile 
home owners, but fair to the 
community. To permit them 
is fair to the mobile home 
owner, but unfair to the 
community, 

“Tt is a conflict of interest 
that is quite unnecessary.” 

The Saanich report notes 
that a study now is in 
progress by the Capital Re- 
gional District on mobile 


homes and that there are an 


estimated 300 mobile homes 
in Langford, Colwood and 
Metchosin.

It also makes clear a 
frequent misconception about 
mobile homes—they are not 
trailers, but factory-produced 


housing which is usually . 


mobile only ohce —when 
moved to'a site. 

Although mobile homes cost 
less than houses, the report 
says houses can be purchased 
with money repaid over 25 
years or more while it is 
“virtually impossible’ to do 
this with a mobile home 
beyond 10 years. 

“Thus one could easily pay 
as much, or even more, per 
month for a mobile home 
than for a _ conventional 
house,"’ the report says. 

“Maintenance costs are 
lower for a mobile home than 
for a house but depreciation 
is probably more pronounced. 
A 10-year-old house is prob- 
ably a more attractive propo- 
sition than a 10-year-old mo- 
bile home.” 

The report says the idea 
that mobile homes offer a 
solution to the housing prob- 
lems of poor people ‘‘appears 
to be erroneous.” Those who 
cannot afford a house cannot 
afford a mobile home either, 
“at least a mobile home of 
equivalent area.” 

Dealing with problems of 
mobile homes, the report ‘said 
there are few sites, poor 
development standards, 
trailers crammed together, 
minimal services, unpaved 
access and parking areas and 
little or no attention paid to 
open space or landscaping.

What the native women’s 
Liberation Front wants is 
much more basic, 

“We want people to think of 
our women as Re: 

Mrs... Elliott said Indian 
women have been oppressed 
for a long time — “since the 
first white settler came to 
this ‘country and raped my 
great great great grand- 
mother.’* 

“And we've been oppressed 
in two ways — by the white 


men, and by our own men.” 

The white men looked down 
on the. Indian people, especi- 
ally on the Indian _ women. 
The Indian men were brain- 
washed by the white men into 
thinking the Indian women 
were to be stepped on. 

“The Indian men used’us as 
Slaves, for their own needs 
and for what they wanted 
from us. And they thought the 
white woman was supreme, 
even though she looked down 
on them. 


“After they used us, they’d 
turn around and hope a white 
woman would notice them.” 

She. said the Native 
Women’s Liberation Front 
has made progress with the 
Indian men. 

“We have told our brothers 
that Indian women aré beav- 
tiful, We are destroying the 
squaw: image.” 

She said they met with 
their men’ and told ‘them’ 
Indian women were their = 
equals. 


“We told them we were 
fighting for the same rights 
they were, and t we were 
50 per cent of. their. fighting 
force,” : 

And they saw the point. 

“Now all our sisters. want 
to. convey to the people that 
we are ready and willing to 
help our men in the struggie 
for Indian equality in so- 
ciety."

NEW YORK — For years 
they’ve been the butt of 
comedians’ jokes. They can’t’ 
get certain jobs, they can’t 
always find clothes to fit, and 
they are constantly being told 
they’re unhealthy. Then, when 
they turn on their television 
sets to try to escape from it 
all, they’re bombarded with 
commercials that say things 
like: “Cigarettes are like 
women — the best ones are 
thin and rich.’* 

But now, fat péople are 
beginning to fight back, 

A new organization,: called 
the National Association to 
Aid Fat Americans (NAAFA), 
is dedicated to the proposition 
that fat can be beautiful. 

“There are a lot of people 
willing to believe that fat is 
beautiful if only they’d hear 
someone say it,” said William 
J. Fabrey, a 29-year-old elec- 
tronics engineer from Hemp- 
stead, N.Y., who.founded the 
group and is now its presi- 
dent, “But up until now, 
nobody has said it.’ 

After hearing words like 
those, one. might expect 
Fabrey to be fat. He isn’t. He 
weighs only 175 pounds, But 
his wife of six yeéars,. Joyce, 
weighs 
pounds” — and he wants her 
that way, 

“In South America, over- 
weight women are not looked 
down on,” he said. “The 
South Sea Islands and the 
Germanic cultures prefer well- 
endowed women, In fact, the 
only places where fat is not 
beautiful are Western Europe 
ami the United States.”’

The president 
talks to no one, even in the 
Colorado party that supports 
him. 


Pancheco was an obscure 
parliamentarian, a vice presi- 
dential candidate of con- 
venience in 1966 when Uru- 
guay discarded a chaotic nine- 
man executive committee in 
favor of a strong presidency. 


“We did not know the sound 
of his yoice,” Ferreira re- 
called. : 

When the elected president 
died in December, 1967, 
Pacheco took office. Now the 
50-year-old former boxer is

An aide explained that 
Pacheco had to put himself 
above the polemics of the 
palace to reconstruct the 
economy radically. 

Pacheco’s desk is in an old 
and humble downtown antique 
building attractive in its 
simplicity and a contrasting 
symboj to the ornate legisla- 
tive palace.

Peirano Facio gave the 
official position, heard . also 
outside the government, that 
the Tupamaros are foreign to 
Uruguayan life, united to 
similar movements elsewhere 
in the hemisphere.

But 
now he uses the words of an 
extreme nationalist, a 
language quite akin to the far 
left these days South 
America, ‘““We are seeing a 
revolution that we, who are 
not in sympathy, do not 
understand ..° it is not a 
problem or chance or of 
class, but of the concept of 
life.”

Haggart: That remark is typical of the British Columbia 
paranoid syndrome, that you create the wealth in the west 
and that we manipulate and consume it in the flesh-pots of 
the east. Everybody.in Toronto isn’t a big industrial magnate. 
‘There are just ordinary. insurance company , employees, 
accountants, office managers, salesmen, every kind of 
business and creative outlet, It’s not just a matter of making 
the big buck. Its fulfillment. The point is, whether you like it 
or not, that’s the centre. Whether you're talking of insurance 
companies, painting or newspapering or anything~ else, 
commercial or creative, Toronto is the-centre. Its where it 
happens. That’s not to say you can’t have a successful career 
out here—you've demonstrated that yourself, Jaék—but if an 
ordinary guy wants to work his way up in a national office he 
has to go through the corporate, stream =~ that stream 
happens to start in Toronto.

But, to get back to that Uvic 
graduate, isn’t it really up to him? What does he want to do?

Haggart: I would suspect, after a visit there, that the air 
pollution in Port Alberni is at a higher level than any city in 
Ontario, Now, don’t give. me this clean, green, British 
Columbia air bit, for God’s sake, Jack. You have the worst 
pollution of air, water and soil in the country. 

Webster: We're not proud of our pollution. But, look, I’ve 
just come back from the northern country, the grass beyond 
the mountains, Williams Lake west to Bella Coola, It has got 
to be the finest, undeveloped land on the North American 
continent.

: True, true. But people in British Columbia 
always live in the cities and talk as if they lived on the 
frontier. Remember, I was born in. Vancouver and lived there 
until 1953. But when I came back on this vacation two weeks 
ago and looked out from West Point Grey at downtown 
Vancouver there was- the same smog I'd just-teft in Los 
Angeles.

“Maintenance costs are 
lower for a mobile home than 
for a house but depreciation 
is probably more pronounced. 
A 10-year-old house is prob- 
ably a more attractive propo- 
sition than a 10-year-old mo- 
bile home.’’ 

The. report says the idea 
that mobile homes offer a 
solution to the housing prob- 
lems of poor people “appears 
to be erroneous.’ Those who 
cannot afford a house cannot 
afford a mobile home either, 
“at least a mobile home of 
equivalent area.”

Italy's Newest Premier 
Unknown to General Public 


ROME (NYT) — One night 
recently when most_ Romans 
were finishing up their after- 
dinner coffee and wondering 
what to do until it got cool 


enough to sleep, a dapper 
figure walked unhurriedly 
through the crowds in Piazza 
Navona to a small restaurant 
where he sat down with three 
other men. 


Except for the fact that his 
companions rose obediently to 
greet him and that the 
waiters, slow with all their 
other customers, quickly 
brought him a frugal meal, no 
one would have guessed that 
the belated diner was Italy's 
new Premier, Emilio 
Colombo. 

Colombo is something less 
than household word in the 
nation he- heads.
